—The following paragraph 
published in Lok Sabha Bulletin Part II, dated 16 April, 
2010 is hereby published for general information:— 

“No. 1354 Committee Branch-I 

Amendment to Directions by the Speaker under the 
Rules of Procedure and Conduct of Business in Lok 
Sabha 

In pursuance of Rule 389 of the Rules of Procedure 
and Conduct of Business in Lok Sabha (Thirteenth Edition), 
the Speaker has made the following amendments to 
Directions:— 

New Direction 10B 

1. After Direction 10A, the following new Direction 
10B shall be added, namely:— 

“ 10B. Limit of number of questions .—A member shall 
be allowed to give not more than ten notices of questions 
both for oral and written answers, in all, for any day. 
Notices received in excess of ten from a member for a day 
shall be kept for subsequent day(s) concerning that 
Minister(s) during the period of that session only. Members 
who intend to give notices for the entire session may do 
so by indicating their inter se preference. In case, no such 
preferences are indicated, notices of questions in excess 
of ten per day shall be considered for subsequent day(s) 
on the basis of point of time of their receipt. However, the 
existing overall limit of five admitted questions per day per 
Member shall continue.” 


Direction 15 

2 Direction 15 shall be omitted. 

Direction 16 

3. In Direction 16,— 

(i) after the words and slash “answer to a 
starred/” the word and slash “unstarred/” 
shall be inserted; 

(ii) clause (v) shall be omitted; and 

(iii) in the marginal heading, the words and slash 
“starred/short notice” shall be omitted. 

Direction 16 A 

4. Direction 16A shall be omitted. 

Direction 17 

5. In clause (1) of Direction 17,— 

(i) After the word and slash “starred/” the word 
and slash “unstarred/”; and 

(ii) After the words “short notice question” the 
words “or a supplementary' question”, shall 
be inserted. 

Direction 18 

6. In Direction 18,— 

(i) for the words “shall cause a written answer 
to such question being laid on the Table of 
the House” the words “may direct that the 
answer to it be given” shall be substituted; 
and 

(ii) the proviso shall be omitted. 

[Note : Amendments to the above directions 
shall come into force from the date of issue 
of summons for the fifth session of Fifteenth 
Lok Sabha.]”
